Emerson understood the American char- 
acter, however, and when he said, “Hitch your wagon 
to a star,” he sounded the keynote for American com- 
mercial success. 

The United States is rich beyond realization with 
commercial and industrial advantages. Her natural 
resources exceed those of any other section of the 
globe. Eventually, she would have been industrially 
supreme, whatever the character of her inhabitants. 
Her rapid growth was made possible by the high 
ideals, the remarkable energy, and the divine discon- 
tent of her people. 

Success, that would have satiated the ordinary Teu- 
ton, Italian or Frank is regarded by Americans as 
merely a stepping stone—an incentive for greater ef- 
fort. With the attainment of one ambition, energy 
is not relaxed, but the goal pushed onward. Love 
of commercial warfare, love of exhausting, never- 
ending work and the feeling that nothing is too good 
or even good enough are familiar traits of the Amer- 
ican industrial character. 

It will suffice to point out merely one instance of the 
divine discontent that has aided so wonderfully in the 
upbuilding of this country. Not more than five years 
ago, the Shapleigh Hardware Company was a suc- 
cessful, progressive, honest and popular jobbing 
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house. 
liked wherever he was known. 
more esteemed or beloved in hardware circles. 
the honored president of the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation—one of the best loved leaders of this famous 
organization. At this time S. R. Norvell, formerly 
connected with another hardware company of the same 
city, stepped in and the firm name was changed to the 
Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Company. At the re- 
quest of Mr. Norvell, Mr. Shapleigh resigned the asso- 
ciation presidency. In the business there was mani- 
fested the spirit of discontent for which Americans 
are famous. The old concern had been prosperous. 


“Dick” Shapleigh was well known and was 
There were few men 
He was 


Mr. Norvell had greater ambitions. The new 
concern would be more prosperous. Its name 
would be a by-word in every farm house. The 


whole world should know of its existence, its success, 
its tremendous business. Old methods were altered, 
new ideas invited; the traveling force increased; the 
goods pushed with the utmost vigor. 

Naturally the firm grew. From a comparatively 
small establishment with honest but limited business 
relations, it became one of the largest jobbing houses 
in the country. 

But even this wonderful success was not sufficient 
for the aggressive Mr. Norvell. Realizing that the 
field was pretty well covered, that he had secured al- 
most all the trade obtainable from competitors and 
that little more could be expected from strictly hard- 
ware sources, Mr. Norvell determined to conquer in 
other and original fields. 

Heretofore, most hardware jobbers have been con- 
tent to confine their sales to what are commonly 
known as hardware dealers. This field has been im- 
portuned exhaustively; no stone has been left un- 
turned. It had never been realized that a hardware 
jobber could profitably sell to more than one class of 
distributers. 

But Mr. Norvell alive to the possibilities of ex- 
pansion, firmly imbued with commercial unrest, am- 
bitious to succeed in more than an average way, de- 
termined to enlarge his market by the addition of gro- 
cery, racket, furniture stores and consumers. This 
matter is taken up on page twenty-five of this issue. 

The idea is novel. Its success is problematical. 
Judging from report, however, it would seem that Mr. 
Norvell has succeeded in adding many of these estab- 
lishments to his books. Final judgment of its wis- 
dom must be deferred until time, the solver of all rid- 
dies, will have rendered a verdict. 

Whether or not Mr. Norvell’s scheme will prove 
successful, it undeniably illustrates the predominant 
trait in the American character which Mr. Emerson 
appreciated when he said, “Hitch your wagon to a 
star. Shoot at the sun; there is less liability of your 
hitting the earth.” This is the everlasting and insa- 
tiable craving for power, venture and wealth. It is 
not to be decried; but worshipped. It has built this 
country; it has given every country whatever of good 
that country has produced. The spirit of divine dis- 
content is most noticeable in America, and America is, 
consequently the most progressive nation of to-day. 
It was equally predominant in England a century ago; 
in northern Italy at the time of Dante and Angelo; 
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and in the ancient Greece of Plato, Phidias, Sophocles 
and Pericles. Its growth is now apparent in Ger- 
many. The phrase, Deutschland iiber Alles, signifies 
the presence of the sentiment. It also signifies that 
Germany is a worthy rival. 








A PkOMINENT stove manufacturer announces his 
intention of continuing the policy of “good goods 
only.” Reasons are assigned in the fol- 
Quality lowing words: “The people are finding 
peg out that ‘sheet iron boxes,’ mail  or- 
: der house stoves and ranges and 
cheap goods of kindred character are comparatively 
worthless ; they could not be anything else, cheapened 
as they are to the limit—and that the great claims 
and guarantees so loudly offered are also worthless and 
never borne out by the goods. It looks to us as if the 
mail order houses, in their desperate struggle to attract 
trade by low prices, had gone too far in cheapening 
their stoves and ranges and that the goods they send 
out are a positive reflection upon the integrity of the 
people who recommend them. All this can only result 
in a growing demand for stoves and ranges with a 
good character, and if the expressions on the subject 
received from representative customers is any criterion 
the change from price only to high quality at a right 
price will be a welcome weapon to the majority of 
merchants in the fight for their rightful share of 
the business in their territory.” 

Great results are accomplished only by mighty forces 
hammering away through time. The amount of inertia 
in a large body of people is remarkable to one advocat- 
ing or believing in a change of sentiment. “If even a 
fig,” says Epictetus, “is not created all at once, but ex- 
acts time for its maturing, how much more should time 
be requisite for the growth of an idea?” 

Low price would naturally appeal to human na- 
ture. Nevertheless the cry was sounded for a score 
of years before any great impression was made on 
the buying public. It is only within recent years that 
houses selling comparatively cheap goods have found 
an extensive market. Consumers, forty years ago, 
wanted high grade quality. They realized that price 
was determined by quality. They were unwilling to 
sacrifice quality for price. It was long before they 
were brought to believe that high quality and low 
price could be combined. 

When the retail mail order houses had succeeded 
in persuading consumers that this combination was 
possible, there was a gradual but determined move to- 
ward these establishments for retail supplies. There 
will be a gradual but determined retreat when the 
combination is found impossible. 

There are evidences that the beginning of this re- 
actionary movement has begun. Despite the fact that 
the mail order business is increasing and probably will 
increase for some years to come, owing to the force 
of the impetus, consumers are gradually being edu- 
cated in the matter of quality versus price. We have 
learned from different sections of the country, in a 
manner that would indicate unanimity of opinion, that 


consumers who responded to mail order allurements 


when these were first offered, are now returning to the 
regular distributors of supplies. 
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ments as the one quoted and the constantly confirmed 
policy of other manufacturers to continue making 
only the best grades, seem to imply that the desired 
trend of sentiment had arrived. It will probably 
prove interesting for dealers to take note of the prog- 
ress of this feeling in their community and watch its 
development or retrogression in accordance with an 
increase or decrease in their own efforts at disillusion- 
izing the public.

One cannot study animals in even a cursory way 
without noting the herding instinct.

A man without friends, without strong support in 
home circles, with the feeling that his competitors are 
bitter enem'es, who regards every face on the street

with susp‘cion is without push, without stamina. 
friendless man is bound to be a pessimist. 
destroys hope and without hope there is no ambition. 
Without ambition there is no progress. 

I do not advocate a man’s giving up time, fortune 
A line should be drawn 
The principle of 


and energy to his friends. 
in this matter as in everything else. 
the golden mean should be followed. 

I do maintain, however, that club life is a good 
thing. I believe that trade organization is still better. 
Trade organizations give a feeling of security which 
even family life cannot produce. Trade organiza- 
tion is slightly different. In both the family and the 
trade association the feeling of courage, mutual secur- 
ity, is enhanced but in one, this feeling extends more 
to the social and in the other more to the business 
realms: 

The wondrous strides made by retail hardware deal- 
ers, in a business way, since the organization of the 
state associations, are a good case in point. 

The matter was brought to my atiention by an 
article ina magazine called The Booster, entitled “The 
Boost Club of New York.” A casual visit to the 
meetings of this club would indicate to the superficial 
observer that fun and license hold undisputed sway, 
but there is method in the madness. The Boost Club 
has its missions to fulfill. No dry doctrines are 
preached to the business man. An attempt is made to 
appeal to his heart and sense of humanity. It has 
fanned to a warm flame the spark of brotherhood that 
lies smoldering in all men. It leaves a member in a 
frame of mind amenable to the doctrine of trade asso- 
ciation with a better feeling toward his competitor. 
An appreciation of the joy resulting from victory is 
produced. The member goes from the meeting with 
new strength, new purpose in life and increased op- 
timism. 

While the Boost Club is not actually different from a 
thousand other clubs in the country, it has succeeded 
peculiarly well in its purpose. 
to a great extent in the hard work and single minded- 
ness of its arch booster, A. P. Jackson, of the Hawkes- 
Jackson Company, manufacturers of thumb tacks, 
New York City. Mr. Jackson himself is possessed in 
a high degree of the optimism that goes to make men 
successful in business. He recognizes, unconscious) 
perhaps, the value of optimism and is inculcating the 
Courage, life and enthusi-

principle in his associates. 
asm are the characteristics Mr. Jackson is striving 
to instill. He is wielding a mighty lance in behalf of 
trade association and its resultant salutary effect upon 
the business life of the trade represented.

THOSE COMPLAINTS. 








A large stove manufacturing concern recently re- 
ceived the following letter from one of its traveling 
salesman. It will probably prove of interest. 

“I came across a new case of ignorance at Morley to- 
day. Ai*supper last night they served biscuits nicely browned 
on top and well made, but doughy on the underside, so, I 
told the landlady she had better let me sell her a range 
guaranteed ‘to bake top and bottom. I was told the range 
she had was a well-known brand and only had it about three 
vears and it was no good. I told her the fault was not in 
the range, and I would convince her of that before leaving 
Morley, which I succeeded in doing. 

“I found the range to be a wood range with reservoir 
ind high shelf. I found it smoked whenever heat was turned 
under the oven, and when I went to clean it out at the 
ottom she said that was not necessary, as she had cleaned 
t only the other day, and that it made no difference. I went 
it it all the same, and while she had, cleaned it through the 
pening under the oven door, she did not know there was a 
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flue door in the ash box; and when I opened this | found it 
packed almost solid with ashes, never having been cleaned 
since the range was bought, over three years ago. After it 
was cleaned it worked to a charm; in fact, too much so, as 
she burnt her first pan of corn bread on the bottom so badly 
she could not use it for dinner. 

“This is a case in which she declared draft was perfect 
and that she kept the flues perfectly clean. Stove did well 
at first, but was worn out, she supposed, and should not have 
done so in a little over three years. 

“I have gotten now so that I do not believe anything 
users say about their stoves. I shall bring this case up at 
the dealers’ meeting, and try and impress upon them the im- 
portance of seeing for themselves when a complaint is made, 
and not write any hearsay business; and I almost believe 
we would be justified in writing when a complaint is made 
as follows: 

“‘Is your complaint based on your knowledge gained by 
personal investigation or some one in your employ who is 
competent, or only on the statement of the user?’”

ASSOCIATION PROGRAM ADVERTISING. 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


Some time since THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, in an edi- 
torial, criticised the retail associations for soliciting adver- 
tising from manufacturers. 


When the associations were in their infancy and strug- 
gling for an existence, many of the jobbers and manufac- 
turers, who were in sympathy with the cause, were willing 
to give them financial aid, realizing the advertising was not 
a profitable investment, others bought the space fearing a 
refusal would be construed by the retailers as an indication 
that they were antagonistic. Conditions have now changed, 
the retailers now know the attitude of every jobber and 
manufacturer, whether he buys program advertising space 
or not; furthermore, there are now twenty-four associations, 
and new ones springing up every day, and the value—no, not 
value, but price per pagé—for program advertising averages 
$25.00, and if a manufacturer of a line of hardware or hard- 
ware specialties favors one association he should favor all, 
which means $600.00, and the end is not in sight. 

Again the associations are no longer infants, but need 
the moral support more than the financial aid. Some have 
styled this class of advertising “graft.” 


It certainly is not dignified for an association of five 
hundred or more members, as well-to-do as are the hardware 
men, to solicit tithes or contributions from their friends 
when they do not give value in return. It hurts legitimate 
advertising. A new advertiser tries program advertising 
without results, is skeptical of other mediums that have 
merit, and others would use up a greater portion of their 
appropriation and be dissatisfied with results. In years gone 
by jobbers “persuaded” the manufacturers to contribute to- 
ward their catalogue issues, and in some instances the cata- 
logues the iobbers issued “at a great expense” did not cost 
them a single penny. It was such a good thing that all job- 
bers concluded the manufacturers were “easy marks,” and 
by so many at last making, not requests, but demands, they 
killed the goose that laid the golden egg, and justly applicable 
in this instance, for any manufacturer is certainly a goose, 
who at this late day allows a jobber to hold him up for 
catalogue contributions, or the hardware associations for 
program advertising. 

The recent convention of the heavy hardware jobbers, 
when they decided to bleed the manufacturers to the tune 
of $500.00 per page for a catalogue, evidently “reckoned 
w:thout their host.” Their proposition is so unreasonable 
that no one takes it seriously. 

We are passing through an advertising age, and the ad- 
vertising manager must weigh the propositions presented most 
carefully else he will waste the money entrusted to his care. 

Program advertising, catalogue contributions and the 
like must be classed with charity donations, and not charged 
up to the advertising department.

HOW HE DID IT.

Before the retail hardware associations were formed 
the hardware jobbing houses considered it good and 
commendable to sell merchandise directly to consum- 
ers, in competition with the retail trade. This form 
of competition was practiced almost universally. Fi- 
nally the competition became so severe and its injus- 
tice so apparent that a few aggressive dealers in dif- 
ferent sections of the country determined to take up 
the fight in earnest. Many of the present retail hard- 
ware associations were the direct result of this move- 
ment. The retailers were successful in the fight and 
within a few years, wholesalers had for the most part 

iven up the practice entirely. Such direct competi- 
tion as was indulged in was done clandestinely. At 
present selling to consumers is considered the worst 
offense of which a hardware jobbing house may be 
guilty. 

It has long been rumored, however, that the Norvell- 
Shapleigh Hardware Company of St. Louis was not 
disposed to limit their business to virtuous proportions. 
It has been declared oft and repeatedly that, despite 
protestations to the contrary and the apparent sincer- 
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ity of Mr. Norvell, this concern was selling to stores, 
competing with regular hardware dealers in a so-called 
illegitimate way—such as racket establishments, gro- 
cery houses, etc.—and-was even dealing directly with 
the great consuming public. 

The charge was serious and was doubted at first. 
Investigation developed its truth. Evidence, abso- 
lutely irrefutable, has been discovered showing that 
the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Company has in a 
number of instances and in a way that implies that the 
practice was a recognized policy, sold merchandise to

consumers who were in no way connected with the 
hardware trade. 

In one case the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Com- 
pany sold a set of builders’ hardware to a western 
grocery man. This was intended for the grocer’s own 
house. The same hardware jobber filled a mail order 
for builders’ hardware sent by the same grocer. The 
second set was intended for the residence of one of the 
grocer’s friends. The local hardware esiablishment 
sert in an estimate for the same job and were beaten 
by about $29 on work amounting to approximately 
$125. The grocer bought these articles at the same 
price as the local hardware firm would have been 
charged. He sold them to his friend at cost price—a 
matter of accommodation. It was a good advertise- 
ment for his grocery business. 

Within the last month an even more flagrant vio- 
lation ot moral principles by this jobbing company has 
come to light. Shortly after the birth of the new 
year, a sewing machine was received at New Baden, 
Illinois, with a plainly marked tag showing that F. G. 
Baehr, a local painter of that town, was the con- 
signee. No title or other mark appeared on the tag to 
designate who shipped the machine. This was ob- 
viously in accordance with a fixed policy maintained 
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to throw off suspicion and conceal the identity of the 
consignor. 

The tag was numbered in such a way as to clear!, 
indicate that the order was received December 28:}; 
and that it was a mail order. The. machine was no: 
bought from another merchant in the same town nor 
from one in a neighboring town. 

The invoice for this machine is reproduced here- 
with. It shows that the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardwar: 
Company received the order and filled it: The invoice 
was mailed directly to F. G. Baehr at New Baden

The gable mould is divided into convenient points. 
(Through the points draw lines paral el to pitch of 
gable, intersecting the ground line, at base of gable, 
and extending through the top of gable indefinite. 

The two intersecting planes, shown in plan, one at 
base of gable, the other at the left hand of drawing, 
are each placed at an angle of 45° with the ground 
line. Where the intersecting planes join the ground 
line, draw the two vertical lines. The ‘ine at base of 
gable extends only to the top of gable mould, while 
the line to the left of the drawing extends to the 
upper end of paper. To find the section cut from the 
gable mould by the ground line draw the vertical 
lines from the points on the ground line as shown. 
Space the projection of the gable mou'd on the ver- 
tical lines. The illustration shows parallel lines, per- 
pendicular to the pitch of gable, passing through the 
points of division on profile of the gable mould, ex- 
tending to within a short distance from the ground 
line. At the left of paper draw the angle of 45° in 
e‘evation intersecting the ground line in a point. This 
point is a center point to revolve the parallel lines 
previously drawn so as to establish tiie projection of 
gable mould in the plan. 

Those circular arcs at left hand of paper extend 
to a vertical line as shown in plan, and. are continued 
paralle! to the ground line, intersecting. the two 45° 
cutting planes, and the vertical lines previously drawn 
from the points in the ground line. 

The horizontal line showing the extreme projection 
of gable mould in plan, is the projected view of the 


plane face of gable mould in elevation continuing. 


from face of gable mou'd. The third and fourth 
points in elevation are on the same line. This line in 
plan is intersected by the second and third horizontal 
lines. 

Find the remaining points, where the horizontals 
cross the vertical lines. Join the points, giving the re- 
quired form of the intersection of the gable mould by 
the ground line.

The horizontals in 
plan show the intersection of the cutting auxiliary 
planes, with the surface of the paper. The vertical 
traces of the auxiliary planes in elevation show the 
lines cut from the surface of the gable mould by the

ROOFING RULES. 





At the present time all interested are calling atten- 
tion almost daily to the growing prejudice against tin 
plate for roofing purposes. There is a growing feel- 
ing in all sections of the country that tin plate is or- 
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dinarily applied ‘acks durability, requires too frequent 
painting and consequently does not possess the inirin- 
sic qualities considered desirable in roofing material. 
Tin smiths throughout the country call attention to 
this fact in communications to trade papers and com- 
plain that the old. time popularity is waning. 

Whether the trouble is due to faulty manufacture 
or to ignorance in laying the tin on the part of the 
tinsmith himself, has not been demonstrated as yet. 
It is gratifying io note, however, that manufacturers 
are taking up the question seriously and besides en- 
deavoring to locate the cause of the trouble in their 
own factory, if there is such cause, are taking up the 
education of the tinner as to methods best ca culated 
to insure satisfaction to the owner of the house. 

Along these lines we take pleasure in calling atten- 
tion to a booklet, entitled Roofing Rules, published by 
the Merchant & Evans Company, successors to Mer- 
chant & Company, Incorporated, Philadelphia, New 
York, Chicago, Brooklyn, Baltimore, Kansas City and 
Denver.

valleys; gussets; eaves; cornices; flashings and coun- 
terflashings ; gutter and spouting; method of appli- 


cation; furnace pipes and heat flues; ventilators; 
Spanish tile, etc. 

Included ip the booklet is an interesting article en- 
titled Slag Versus Tin Roofing. It is reprinted from 
an.architect’s journal and is a summary of conclusions 
drawn by an expert roofer. upon results of the great 
Baltimore fire of August, 1904. The writer summar- 
izes his views with the statement that tin roofing is 
immensely superior to s‘ag as a means of protection 
from fire. According to his opinion, slag roofs in cer- 
tain parts of the city were ignited in a few minutes. 
In fifteen minutes a large part of the roofs was burned 
off and in half an hour half the roofs were gone. 
While the wood base for the tin roofs caught- fire and 
the boards burned slowly, not a spark is said to have 
reached the top from underneath, although the boards 
smoldered and burned for over three hours. The tin 
was unhurt.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 


Chicago, February 2.—Despite an absence of heavy or- 
ders for pig iron, the market continues strong. Trading dur- 
ing the week was limited to small orders for immediate ship- 
ment and to occasional bookings for shipment during the 
second quarter. The abnormal strength of the market may be 
attributed to the fact that northern interests disposed of most 
of their output for the first half of 1906 during the closing 
weeks of 1905. The southern market is not strong, but con- 
cessions are not being made. Four of the largest southern 
producers are holding firmly to $14.50 for number two foun- 
dry. Northern irons are strong at $19.00 furnace or $19.25 
to $19.50 Chicago, for number two. That furnace interests 
consider the prospects in a kindly light, is shown by the fact 
that the Illinois Steel Company is about to blow in its idle 
stack at the North works. For the first time in several years 
both furnaces at this place will be in operation at the same 
time. It is announced that another furnace will be built at 
Joliet, the constructive work to be pushed with the greatest 
speed. This will be utilized in providing pig iron for the 
company’s steel making operations. 

An overproduction of forge iron is to be noted. _ Con- 
cessions are being offered in price. Lower quotations on 
foundry iron are made on off grades. There is a brisk de- 
mand for high silicon irons. Iron running at from 1.50 to 2 
per cent manganese is quoted at from $15.00 to $15.50, Bir- 
mingham. Lake Superior charcoal is strong at $21.00. 

The iron bar market is notably weak. During the last 
few days iron bars have weakened $1.00 a ton and 1.75c was 
quoted on a recent railroad order. Small lots for quick de- 
livery can be had on the basis of 1.80c. The weak condition 
of iron bars may. be regarded as an anomaly. The depression 
can be attributed solely to the growing weakness of scrap 
iron. It is safe to assume that but for the open weather 
and lack of serious snowfall, both scrap iron and bar iron 
would now be materially stronger. Specifications on steel 
bars are heavy and serve to strengthen the market. There 
is little new business. 

Specifications on blue annealed and American Bessemer 
sheets are quite heavy. The product of the leading producer 
of these products has been drawn upon for the next eight 
weeks. New business is not heavy on the part of consumers. 
It is evident, however, that jobbers’ stocks are being filled 
up because of threatened advances. Galvanized sheets are 
especially in demand. 

For the first time in over six months the merchant steel 
manufacturers are not troubled with new business. Imple- 
ment and carriage manufacturers are extremely busy, how- 
ever, and specifications are heavy. There is also a strenuous 
demand for prompt shipment. Prices are well maintained. 

The old material market continues: inactive. Railroad 
offerings are also light, although the Chicago & North-West- 
ern disposed of about two thousand tons recently. Old steel 
rails have declined 25 cents a ton. Railroad wrought, shafting, 
dealers’ forge and number one cast have also declined‘ from 
25 to 50 cents a ton. Stove plate and light cast scrap have 
declined 50 cents and are now being bought by large con- 
sumers from producers and dealers at from $11.50 to $12.00 
per net ton. 


PIG IRON. 


Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

Aside from the current business in which little, if any, 
change is noticed, the principal interest is manifested in the 
extent to which the buyers are covered for the second and 
third quarters. It is conceded that during the next five 
months, in spite of the tonnage which stands to be delivered 
during that time, the largest percent of requirements is still 
to be bought. This is the case with consumers in this terri- 


tory, and it reflects conditions generally, although there i; 
probably as much difference in conditions in various loca|i- 
ties now as can well be at any one time. Some points report 
inquiry and sales good; others report all quiet. 

The long continued mild weather is having a very 
marked effect, and has made possible the continued activity 
in structural material, which has passed all precedent and 
has brought about the tremendous demands made on fur- 
naces by the steel mills. 

Certain grades of foundry and charcoal irons are ex- 
ceedingly scarce, some of the numbers of charcoal being in 
strong demand with no supply. 

A record breaking order for pipe was placed in this 
territory last week, approximately 85 miles of 18-inch line. 
weighing in all over 16,000 tons. This, in addition to a 
smaller order taken by the same company for 50 miles of 8- 
inch pipe, will have the effect of strengthening pipe prices, 
which have been somewhat low. 

Another reflection of last year’s ability to do things is 
that of the country’s coal production. In 1905 the bituminous 
and anthracite coal output was 367,474,303 tons, an increase 
of over 15,163,000 tons over 1904. Doubtless the present year 
will see the output greater than 400,000,000 tons. It is ad- 
mitted that the output is proceeding at this rate and would 
have come nearly to this point last year, but owing to car 
shortage during October and November every state suffered 
a severe setback. 

The manufacture and movement of coke is proceeding 
at almost record rate, with consequent easing of prices in all 
districts. For the first time in many years the first of Febru- 
ary has seen coke consumers without a multitude of com- 
plaints on account of lack of fuel. With such a start, the 
year should break all records for consumption. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 


port: 

Just in the same way the ladies at an afternoon tea say 
“What lovely weather,” so everyone in the iron business from 
top to bottom is talking about this very remarkable, and from 
a business point of view, desirable weather. To show the 
great influence that weather of this kind has on trade, one 
large building concern engaged in putting up steel structures 
in the cities of the Middle West lost money heavily during 
the three winter months last year. During the November, 
December and January just passed its men have been steadily 
at work and the months have been highly profitable. This 
is a single example which might be multiplied many times. 
But of course the favorable weather is most felt in the fact 
that railroad traffic is being handled normally and is not sub- 
ject to the terrible delays and interruptions that marked 
recent winters. And in America to-day the railroads are the 
arteries of commerce. Even if we have some severe weather 
from now on, the season is so far advanced that but little 
damage is to be anticipated. Of course the mild weather has 
not blown everybody good, for the coal and coke men have 
not found trade exactly as in previous years. In fact, the 
coke situation from the seller’s standpoint leaves very much 
to be desired in the way of prices. 

In pig iron there has been only a fair amount of new 
business during the week. Consumers in the main, steel 
makers excepted, are supplied with what pig iron will be 
needed during the next 30 to 60 days. Furnaces are ful! of 
orders and are in no shape to sell for anything like quick 
shipment. Orders for future delivery can be taken care of 
hicely. but the quantity of spot iron in furnace yards 1s 
scarcely worth mentioning. and complaints of slow shipments 
are numerous. There will undoubtedly be a very smart buying 
movement earlier in the spring than is usual, and because of 
the large volume of general trade there is every reason to 
expect that this buying movement will be one of large propor- 
a just as was the unprecedented buying movement in the 
all. 

Prices are steady. 





SHEETS. 


John McVoy & Co., Chicago, report as follows: 

The conditions in the sheet market remain about the 
same. The mills are still very slow in shipping, and in fact, 
if anything, are worse. The open winter has enabled the 
railroad companies to get the cars through promptly, so *¢ 
shortage is not as great as it otherwise would have bee". 
The mills are asking from eight to ten weeks for shipment. 
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We quote prices as follows to the ordinary buyers, the 
large buyers being sometimes able to shade these figures:

TIN AND TIN PLATES. 


Pig tin has declined about .15c during the last week. 
The New York Metal Exchange on January 3oth fixed its 
settling price at 36.35c for January, 36.20c for February and 
36.12%2c for March. Local importers and dealers are striving 
to uphold the schedule and feel that increased strength is 
possible. A few dealers are holding out for 36.50c, but no 
purchasers can be found at that figure. Five tons received 
from Liverpool and five hundred and ninety-five tons from 
Singapore and Penang raised the receipts during the month 
of January to four thousand, two hundred and seventy-five 
tons. Pig tin in car lots is quoted at from 38%c to 38%c in 
Chicago. Small lots are quoted at from 39c to 4oc, Chicago. 

There is an active demand for tin plate and prices are 
held firmly by the leading mills on the basis of $3.50, f. 0. b. 
mill, for prompt shipments. In London tin plates are un- 
changed on a basis of 12s 104d, f. o. b. Swansea. Chicago 
jobbers quote as follows, f. 0. b. cars:

COPPER. 


Prices on copper are unchanged, the New York market 
being extremely strong. Electrical manufacturers bought 
heavily of electrolytic during the past week, the prices aver- 
aging about 18%c per pound. Prompt deliveries of lake cop- 
per brought a similar figure. Shipments from New York 
during the first twenty-eight days of January netted almost 
fourteen thousand tons. All classes of consumers, both in 
Europe and America, report unusual activity in demand for 
finished products. It is génerally expected that melting of 
copper will continue at a high rate for many months. In 
Chicago casting copper is quoted at from 1834c to 19%c. Lake 
copper is quoted at from 19%4c to 19%c. 

Chicago jobbers are holding firmly to the old schedule 
on brass products and the market is strong. Copper is scarce 
and supplies are being guarded. Sheet brass is now quoted 
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with a discount of 12/4 per cent. Brass rod is quoted at 15 
and § per cent, brazed tubing at 25 per cent and sheet copper 
at 22c net base. The discount on wire brass is 12% per cent. 


OTHER METALS. 


Prices on pig lead are firmly maintained, but there seems 
to be little new business. Leading producers in the Joplin 
district contintie to hold prices on nearby shipments of the 
desilverized grade at 5.60c. Common brands of soft Mis- 
souri lead are mecting with slight concessions in St. Louis. 
Prices in that centér have been lowered five points to 5.55¢c. 
On fifty-ton lots the American Smelting & Refining Company 
quotes prices, Chicago, at 5.55c for desilverized and 5.65c for 
corroding. Carload lots are 2%c higher per hundredweight 

All the leading producers of sheet zinc are holding to a 
base. price of $8.00 per one hundred pounds, f. o. b., smelter, 
subject to the regular extras for odd sizes. The market is 
quite strong and the demand good. 

The market for refined spelter is dull and weak. Prices 
have been lowered and prompt deliveries can now be had at 
from 6%c to 7c for car lots. 

There is a brisk demand for old metal. We quote prices 
as follows: 

Copper wire, 1514c; heavy copper, 15%4c; copper bottoms, 
1434c; copper clips, 15%4c; red brass, 14%c; red brass borings, 
124%4c; yellow brass, heavy, 11%4c; yellow brass borings, 934c; 
light brass, 8%4c; lead pipe, 5c; tea lead, 43%4c; zinc, 5c; pew- 
ter, No. 1, 24c; tin foil, 29c; block tin pipe, 27%4c. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


The trade in spring lines of hardware has now fairly 
begun. Jobbers in the East and West alike are placing large 
orders for lawn mowers, ice cream freezers, poultry netting, 
wire cloth, screen doors, screen windows and, in fact, all of 
the usual accessories of spring and warm weather. Prices 
are being well maintained by manufacturers on all of these 
products except wire cloth. In staple lines, the demand for 
immediate and prompt deliveries is unusually active and lead- 
ing jobbers generally report a volume of business far in ex- 
cess of that booked in the corresponding time last year. For 
nearby and forward deliveries, the buying is also moderately 
brisk, showing that jobbers and retailers are confident about 
the continuance of prosperity. 

Because of the keen competition which is being indulged 
in by the leading manufacturers and jobbers in wire cloth, 
the average price now prevailing in this line is lower than in 
many years. Many manufacturers in the Chicago market are 
selling their output of painted wire cloth on the basis of goc 
per 100 square feet, although the wire used in the manufac- 
ture of this product costs 6%4c per pound and about 10 pounds 
are required to make 100 square feet of cloth. The cost of 
oils, turpentine and other constituents has also increased from 
15 to 20 per cent. It is expected, however, that manufacturers 
and dealers will soon come to some amicable agreement to 
support the market at a higher level so that moderate profits 
may be secured. 

Considerable new business is booked every week for all 
wire materials. The present demand exceeds all previous 
records for this period of the year, smooth wire being espe- 
cially active. The open weather has induced many farmers 
to provide for their wants earlier than usual, and conse- 
quently jobbers’ stocks are very low. The pressure for de- 
liveries is strong, and it is literally true that the entire output 
of mills goes into immediate consumption. 

The continuation of mild weather has enabled contractors 
to keep up building operations and, as a result, the demand 
for builders’ hardware is very active at a time of the year 
when business in this line is usually reduced to the mini- 
mum. Because of the mild weather, however, the trade in 

winter goods has almost ceased, but this loss is more than 
compensated for by the increase in the demand for staple 
and spring lines.
